FREIGHT TRAINS will haul 75,768 lengths 
of 40-foot long steel pipe to Western Canada this 
summer for construction of the piairie section 
of Trans-Canada Pipe Lines. The first 46 of a total 
of 8500 carlouds of the large-diameter pipe is on 
Its way through Ontario today enroute to the 
Alberta-Saskatchewan border starting point of the 
line. Each railway car (left) carries eight lengths 
of pipe. It requires 132 of these lengths, weighing 
a total of 355 *-« tons to construct one mile of pipe¬ 


line. The 34-inch diameter pipe, unavailable in 
Canada, being brought in from three steel mills 
in the United States will weigh a total of 204,000 
tons. The 1263 miles of 30-inch diameter pipe re¬ 
quired for the sections of the all-Canadian line 
from Winnipeg to Toronto already has been or¬ 
dered from Canadian and British companies. Some 
idea of the size of the pipe can be gained from the 
comfortable resting spot found by Trainman Jim

Shot In The Arm 


The Canadian Wheat Board has announced the 
distribution of some thirty-nine millions of dollars to 
wheat growers of Western Canada as a final settle¬ 
ment on the 1954-55 wheat crop. This should be quite 
a shot in the arm to Western Canada’s economy at this 
particular time. We shudder to think of what the 
wheat growers might have been offered for their 
wheat, in the face of the world surpluses, had there 
not been some ordered system of marketing. It might 
have seen a return to the price structure of the early 
days of the depression in the 1930’s. Canada is in a 
peculiar position, with the United States next door 
guaranteeing its farmers a higher return on agriculture 
than Canada can hope to do. Even Britain, as do most 
European countries, subsidizes its own wheat produc¬ 
tion . . , yet at the same time presumes to lecture 
Canada for not putting her wheat on the world’s auc¬ 
tion block. The Canadian wheat grower is not asking 
nor expecting too much, but he does feel that he 
should live on equal standards to other citizens in 
Canada. • —Camrose Canadian 


Money Well Spent

Those in the first catfigopy^even with much higher 
rates, contributed less than 2% of the country’s total 
income tax rate. 

Those in the $10,000 and under groups contributed 
almost 75%. --s-. 

It’s the old story of volume, the person with a 
modest income doesn’t pay anything like the individual 
taxes of the big shots with the big incomes, but there 
are far more of them. 


Gravel Shoulders - Yes or No? 


Despite the wet weather, good progress is being 
made in widening and grading No. 23 highway between 
Champion and the Corner Store. We have never been 
able to figure out why the stretch of No. 23 highway 
that is now hard-surfaced—from Monarch junction 
to Champion—was cut down to 24 feet in width. When 
this part was gravelled, it was a 36 ft. wide road and 
leaving five-foot gravelled shoulders on both sides of 
the hard-top shouldn’t have entailed much extra work. 
Now the hardtop slopes directly into the ditches, with 
no shoulder for a car or truck to pull onto in the event 
of tire or motor trouble. 

From Champion north the highway is being built 
a good 36 feet wide, and we trust that provision is 
being made to leave five foot gravelled shoulders when 
the base course is laid next year. It doesn’t seem 
reasonable that a highway would be built 36 ft. wide 
and then cut down to 24 ft. when it is hard-surfaced.

to support a cow . Depending on loc¬ 
ation, soil tyj*, and topography 
from 10 to 35 acres of range are 
required tp support one cow for a 
six-month grazing period. 

The yield of native grass ranges 
also varies from year to year, de¬ 
pending largely on the rainfall 
particularly during April, May ami 
June. Records of yearly grass pro¬ 
duction gathered by the Pasture 
Section, Experimental Farm, Swift 
Current, underline this fact. During 
the last twelve years yields ot 
native grass front one area aver¬ 
aged 225 pounds per acre. In 1955 
this area produced 268 pounds of 
grass per acre. Other good years 
, v.we: 1944. 320 pounds per acre; 

1953, 386 pounds per acre; and 

1954. 323 pounds per acre. How¬ 
ever, in 1947 this area produced 
142 pounds per acre, and in 1949 
only 71 pounds per acre. Further, 
In live years front 1945 to 1949 not 
once did this particular range grow 
enough grass to feed one cow for 
every two cows it fed in 1953. 

The changes in production of 
native grass ranges from year to 
year is tremendous. A range can 
produce over five times as muen 
grass in one year as in another. If 
cattle raising is to be a sound long¬ 
term operation. this variability 
must be recognized. 

The number of cattle allowed to 
graze on native pastiye should be 
controlled according to prevailing 
conditions. Carrying capacity should 
be based on the average grass pro¬ 
duction. and even then a sufficient 
carryover of grass must be left for 
a poor grass year Grazing beyond 
the average capacity of a range in 
good grass years can only mean 
disaster in poor grass years.
